Discovery of tho Nathan Murderer. 
His SKELETON FOP HD IN A KF.XTl'CKT CAVE— 
WRITTF.N CONFESSION OF THE CRIME—UKW 
VORK CHIEF OF FOL1CF, NOTIFIED— DESCRIP­ 
TION OF THE CAVE— MAMMOTH OFT DON 15— 
CRVSTAL8 OK HTALACTnES—REMAINS OF SOL­ 
DIERS OK THE REVOLUTION. 
[Correspondence of the Cincinnati Enquirer.) 
A urora, Iud,, July IC.—Tilt* people of this 
city arc laboring tinder Intense excitement oc­ 
casioned by lite discovery of a large cave and 
the remains of tbreo petrous two miles Mow 
this city, on the Kentucky shore. 
Tile locali­ 
ty known us Split Kook, familiar to old river 
men as Kirby'« Kooks, two miles below here, 
in Boone County, Ky., Is a wild, romantic 
place, consisting of a high dill of rooks, toss­ 
ed and tumbled ulsmt )»omlicuously, as if by 


souk- mighty convulsion of nature in ages 
past. 
A dense growth of foliage borders the 
north side of this rocky prominence 
Kariy 
this morning three l*ovs crossed over Into Ken­ 
tucky for the pur|M*so of gathering blaeklier- 
ries. 
At ten o'clock they returned iii an ox- 
cited state, and reports! that they had found 
u cave at Split Hock heretofore unknown.— 
They and their parents, with several others, 
out of curiosity, started for the plnce. 
Two or 
three small caverns beneath some of the rocks 
hat! been known there for years, and nothing 
beyond something like tills was expected by 
the party. 
Arriving ut the ltslgeof rocks, lite 
boys made their way through Hie dens** thick 
et of vines mid bushes, followed by Hie men. 
A trot* had been uprooted by the storm w bidi 
recently passed over this neighborhood, tear­ 
ing up the earth and disclosing the entrance 
of the cave. 
Lamps were procured al a farm 
house near tty, ami the party commenced the 
exploration. 
In the meantime some of Hie 
compony returned to Aurora, and some score 
of people were hurrying to the place. 
A skill 
containing Prs. Sutton and Bond, O. I*. Cobb, 
Mayor Entrie and the writer was among Ute 
earliest al the place, and Hie party proceeded 
to make a thorough examination of the prom 
bes. 
The purty who had first gone in return­ 
ed, giving a wonderful report of the dimen­ 
sions of the cave, and startling the little com­ 
pany by the re|*ort of the discovery of tile re­ 
mains of three human beings, one of which, 
from pretty good evidence, is supposed to be 


THE MC ROE REI; OF BENJAMIN' NATHAN. 
The entrance of the cave faces directly wert, 
and is aixmt one-fourth of a mile from the riv­ 
er shore. 
It U about four feel high and |*t- 
haps as wide. 
Two limestone rocks form tile 
sides of the entrance, and the roof Is of a 
heavy shale of the same material. 
Both sides 
and roof are rough aud irregular In form, 
sharp-pointed rocks jutting out in all direc­ 
tions. 
About twenty feet horn tho mouth Hie 
floor drops abruptly down for two or three 
feet. 
The party had proceeded thus far when 
they fell back aghast as tho pale light of the 
iam)rii disclosed the skeleton of a human 
lug, covering which w ere the clothes it had 
worn when alive. 
The garments consisted of 
a black frock woolen coat, a mixed gray pair 
of puuts, and a vest of up|»arcnt!y the same 
material, and a dark hat. 
The physicians 
gave it as their opinion that the body had lain 
there for a year profiably. 
lo one of Hie [lock­ 
ets was found a [lenknlfe, and in another a 
copy of a New York [taper dated May 3, 1870, 
on the margin of which was written in |>eucil, 
almost illegibly, the following: 


confession. 
I have found a hiding-place from man, but 
Clod's eye follows me even here. 
I murdered 
Benjamin Nathan, ami urn dying now. 
(Jot! 
forgive me, and have mercy on my soul I 
I 
tile by my owu hand. 
Antonio Harte. 
Iii another placo was found written tho 
words, * Oh, my motlier/’ Can this be the 
murderer of Benjamin Nathan ? Some believe 
it is, while others are inclined to think it is 
but the freak of a crazy man. 
Nearly two 
years ago there is remembered to have been 
seen In the locality of the cuvc an unknown 
apparently crazy man, whose dress correspond­ 
ed with that found on the skeleton. 
After a 
lime ho suddenly disappeared. 
Many believe 
the unknown man and skeleton are identical. 
TUB CHIEF OF POLICE OF NBW TORK CITY 
bas been notified of tills event. 
The authori­ 
se s of Aurora have taken charge of the clothes, 
a id placed the skeleton in a vault at River 
View Cemetery, near this city. 
The room in 
which the skeleton was found gradually wid­ 
ens and increases in height, and the lights of 
half a dozen lamps does not show the end.— 
Near the mouth the floor or bottom seemed to 
be of black earth, but here It is al sand rock. 
Frequent examinations failed to discover any 
variety of stone or rock comprising the sides 
the cave to be other than lime, except bere 
there a deposit of Iron ore. 
The floor dips 
rises at intervals in the form of huge 


etl and hollowed out, corresponding with the 
wave-like formation of the floor, and at others 
it Is even and regular. We pick our way into 
this new subterranean wonder with caution, 
ever on the lookout for chasms and pits, of 
which, however, we found but one of any di­ 
mensions. 
Numerous side caverns lead oil- at 
Intervals, but so far us explored none extend 
beyond a distance of a dozen [laces. At a dis­ 
tance of perhaps tw o hundred feet from the 
entrance the cave forms an anglo with itself, 
turning abruptly to the left. Tims far we have 
been leading directly down tho river, but tills 
turn takes us directly from the river and into 
the hills which Ho back of this point. 
Beyond 
lids tile rocks forming the aides draw gradu­ 
ally together, narrowing Hie cave as it pro­ 
ceeds. 
Aliout 75 feet from the turning |K>int 
tlio room is narrowed down until a man’s body 
is only admitted comfortably. 
At this point 
flit roof is about 25 foot above our heads. This 
continues about 30 feet, aud the hall again be­ 
comes suddenly wider. Twenty feet from the 
terminus of the narrow passage tile room is at 
least 40 feet wide, and hair as high. 
In this 
room, which is estimated to lie 
ONE HUNDRED FEET IN EENOTtf, 
we hear the murmur of running water. 
A 
short search in Hie uncertain light discovers a 
little stream no larger than a man’s finger 
winding In 8er[ientiiie curves along tho left of 
Hie room. 
We trace it up and find its source. 
It bursts out of Hie wall aliout 3 feet from the 
floor, and retuning down in a sheet over the 
side Insinuates Itself into a well-worn channel 
and hurries on for perhaps the distance of 80 
feet, where it dlsapjiears in a small crevice in 
the rock. 
The bed through which this little 
stream runs is chiselled out and [Hilishod 
smooth as glass. 
At places it is worn down 
aliout a foot, while at others It is only two 
laches. This room is not excelled in gran­ 
deur by any iii the great Mammoth Cave of 
Edmonson County. The sides are rough and 
jagged, and are covered with a dark-colored 
incrustation of Iron und manganese. 
Inters­ 
persed with this are shining crystals of gy p­ 
sum, and Hie effect is grand arui beautiful.— 
Tile ceiling, which Is rattier concave, is pic­ 
tured in the same fantastic manner, aud we 
gaze upon it iii wonder an I admiration. 
Hanging pendent from the ceiling ami from 
protruding rocks in tho walls are beautiful 
stalactites that have doubtless been ages in 
forming. 
Here we found pillars reaching 
from the Amir to the celling, a distance of 
fifteen ft*et. 
Mammoth Cave has them thirty 
feet In height. By the light of our flickering 
lamps we continue our examinations, meet­ 
ing whit nature's greatest handiwork at every 
turn. 
REED S or PAST AGES 
are scattered here and there, show ing that the 
cave was known by earlier rae**s. 
It was 
loubtlCM a resort for the indians, as numer­ 
ous arrow-heads and stones bearing the rod'* 
can iug of tile rod men have Leon picked up. 
K kind of tomahawk, carved out of the solid 
rock, was found near tile entrance of Hie cave 
bv Dr. G. Sutton. 
It is a curiously modelled 
afluir, and lias ru'le characters scratched ii|h»ii 
tho side. 
The party continued its explora­ 
tions, ever meeting witli something that filled 
them with awe und wonder. 
No actual meas­ 
urement has yet been made, but it is believed 
the cave is two miles in length. 
It uliounds 
in immense chambers, und lus nine side cav­ 
erns starting out at different |K>ints. 
Tile pit 
discovered Is aliout midway in, and at til® top 
is perliu|is eight feet in diameter. 
Its sides. 
so far as seen, are rough and irregular.— 
Water can lie hoar within it. 
A palier lighted 
and thrown down was extinguished about 
twenty fret from the top. 
A stone dropped 


latter:

Tile earnestness of the lad aroused the ap­ 
prehensions of tho merchant as well, atilt on 
returning to the hotel he also insisted on de­ 
positing his watch, a valuable gold chronome­ 
ter, and a [wicket-book containing $4*0 in 
greenbacks, in charge of Ills clerical friend.— 
Tho latter hesitated as to the propriety of ac­ 
cepting the trust, but finally consented on con­ 
dition that the merchant from New* York 
should take ids receipt for the money mid 
watch, which was duly drawn and delivered. 
The two set out again for the theatre, inurh 
more at ease concerning the security of their 
valuables. 
It is needless to remark that Mag­ 
gie was sparkling and captivating, us usual, 
and tile New Yorker was deeply engaged in 
Hie interests of the play. 
Ills juvenile com­ 
panion, however, manifested a greater appre- 
preciation of |>eanuts than dramatic talent. 
Tile lad finally started for another pint, und 
did not return. His guardian became alarmed, 
and hastened anxiously to the hotel to make 
inquiry. 
The missing youth was not there, 
neither was Hie [lions and conscientious par­ 
ent; and more singular still, the clerk lins 
never received any formal intimation of tile 
presence of such reverend gentlemen among 
the guests of the boose. Tile venerable gen­ 
tleman had probably wandered off iii one of 
those lits of abstractedness peculiar to clergy­ 
men of that class. 
When lie returns, Hic gen­ 
tleman from New York lias his receipt to 
cover the property, and he will probably pre­ 
serve it as a precious memento meantime.
